Provincial Treasurer, in the House

, Refutes Criticisms of Opposition | 


—Resents Dragging of Ancient History into Discussion—Charge 
of Partyism Vigorously Refuted : 


The budget debate was brought to 
an end in the legislature Friday night 
by Hom C. R. Mitchell, provincial 
treasurer, in which he devoted an hour 
to reputing the criticlsm whieh had 
been offered from the opposition and 
cross benches as to the estimates, and 
policy in general, of the government. 
Mr. Mitchell was in fine form and sure 
of his ground, showing that Alberta 
financially stands in an enviable posi- 
tion in the bond markets of the world. 

In this connection Mr. Mitchell 

ted that of late years as provincial 

asurer he has never been asked a 

estion by bond buyers as to Alberta's 

nancial standing, a marked contrast 

to a mumber of years ago when the 

province's accounts were even special- 

ly investigated by representatives of

received in years, 
Not a Patriotic Tax 


The supplementary revenue tax Was 
not raised under the guise of a patri- 
otic tax, declared Mr. Mitehell, He 
wanted to point out, however, that the 
amount collected of this tax was in- 
sufficient to pay the patriotic grants 
of the government by $300,000 in 1918, 
this sum having to be obtained tor the 
purpose from other sources, And 
was not until recently that the prov- 
ince had the power to invest the sink- 
ing fund account inte Victory bonds. 
However, $50,000 of the assurance: 
fund had been so invested. 

Mr. Mitchell emphatically dented 
that the province had tapped al! avail- 
able resources of taxation, as the 
opposition leader had implied. Many 
resources which were taxed by other 
provenece had not been touched and 

e said ii would not likely be neces- 
sary to have any material new taxa- 
tlon under present conditions in the 
province. British Columbia had ceven 
methods of taxation not touched in 
Alberta, such as poll taxes, personal 
property taxes, mineral taxes, realty 
taxes, ete, which amounted to $4,- 
466,000 in revenue.

From experiments it is accurately 
leurned that music definitely affects 
the circulation and the heart beat, 
which vary with the changing char- 
acter of the music, Investigations 
along these lines are to be continued 
and it is hoped in medical circles, that 
some day music will be prescribed as 
is medicine, to fit a particular emo- 
toma or diseased state.
